tion,

the League of Nations. 
“ I have never lost a fight, and

states in cam paign 
speeches. 
Breckenridge Long, his opponent, 
third assistant secretary of state in 
the W ilson adm in istratio n , likewise 
is every bit as confident of victory 
and says the D em ocrats of Missouri 
“ will 
reassert 
th eir confidence in 
the leaderhip of W oodrow W ilson 
and his policies,” L ong’s platform . 
Reed has been denying vigorously 
before

audiences, 
charges of party irreg u larity made 
against him.

The entire machine 
is covered with a canopy of cloth 
to prevent the 
insects fro 
flying 
when disturbed. Pans are provided 
on the two sled runners to catch 
the weevil tequares. The other ma­ 
chine is the invention of J. VV. Gib­ 
son of Konawa. It is somewhat on 
the order of the other one except 
that a good part of the brushing 
is done by means of a revolving 
shaft, with fingers above six inches 
long. This turns when it comes in 
contact with the cotton stalks. Be. 
hind it are several spinal springs 
projecting at right angles which give 
the stalks another stirring as they 
pass. Both machines picked up som t 
weevils and squares.

One hundred dollars an acre more 
without a single dollar more in­ 
vested was made in eleven years on 
a wheat belt farm! Early plowing 
was the method u§ed in obtaining 
these increased returns. Two differ­ 
ent plots of the same ground Was 
used in making the comparison at 
Manhattan, Kansas. One was plowed 
in July each year; the other in (Sep­ 
tember, the usual time on an ave­ 
rage farm. 
Why does early plowing make the 
difference? Early, deep 'plowing in 
July saves the moisture and makes 
soil conditions more favorable for 
manufacturing

plant

Produce Market Bulletin 
Chicago, July 22.—^Movement of 
live poultry has increased and is 
now above normal for the time o! 
the year, 
indicating an extremely 
large am ount of ipoultry available 
on the farm. 
The demand for dressed poultry 
seems to be lighter than usual, and 
values tare working nearer to a pre­ 
war basis. Prospects for the balance 
of the year are that conservative 
values will rule. 
Extremely heavy stocks of storage 
eggs, as shown by the government 
report, with production still above 
normal, h'as had a depressing effect 
on the m arket, and values -in the 
consuming m arkets are now about 
the lowest they have been at any 
time 
this 
season. 
Indications are 
that values will hiave to be kept on 
a conservative basis to move the 
current 
production 
and 
surplus 
storage stocks. 
Production of butter for the pas' 
week has shown an increase over 
a few weeks ago, due to better 
pasturage conditions. The export^de­ 
mand for air time be*n I is .Bled, 
and as a consequence, prices nave 
worked to a lower level.
